LONGEVITY INCREASE: Moved by Twombly and seconded by Baier to approve the longevity increase for Dana Hoakison to $0.10/hour for completion 
of ten years of service.  Approved. Jeff Vandewater entered at 9:03 a.m.  Melissa Larson entered at 9:05 a.m.  
 
IOWA STATE EXTENSION & OUTREACH:  Val Cameron, Iowa State University Extension and Outreach, stated she was here representing the 
Success 4 Kids Council, which the Board is the fiscal agent for. Cameron asked that the Board pass a proclamation stating the month of April as Child 
Abuse Prevention month.  Cameron also asked if the Board would allow for signs and pinwheels to be added to the courtyard for the month.  Moved 
by Twombly and seconded by Baier for the Chair to sign the proclamation stating that the month of April be named Child Abuse Prevention Month in 
Adair County and to allow the yard signs and pinwheels in the courtyard. Approved.  
 
ATTORNEY – ACTIVITY REPORT: County Attorney Larson stated she thought it was a good idea to start doing a quarterly update with the Board to 
open up communication and for the Board to see what is going on in her office.  Larson still has her two staff members and is hoping to have a current 
undergraduate student join the office for an unpaid internship soon.  Larson shared a case filing statistics report from the Iowa Judicial Branch for Adair 
County for years 2018-2022 and also case data showing the current individual counts that have been filed or disposed of in 2023.  Larson also went 
over timelines and procedures for indictable misdemeanor/felony criminal cases.  The Board asked if Larson had been able to use the new equipment 
in the courtroom and Larson stated that they had and is expecting to use it more in upcoming cases.  The Board and Larson discussed the Governor’s 
reorganization of the health and human services and the impact on the County.  Kauffman entered at 9:26 a.m. 
 
ENGINEER:  Local Option Sales Tax Support Resolution – Moved by Wedemeyer and seconded by Hoadley to approve Resolution #2023-21 – 
WHEREAS, the voters of Adair County and cities within the county have voted to enact a 1 cent Local Option Sales Tax in accordance with Iowa Code 
423B, and WHEREAS, the revenue derived from the tax is used for bridge improvements, and  WHEREAS, the residents of Adair County have 
grown to rely on these revenues as a means to reduce property taxes, and WHEREAS, the 2023 legislative session has seen the introduction of SF 
550, which proposes to convert the Local Option Sales Tax efforts into a statewide sales tax and impose the local option sales tax in every jurisdiction, 
thereby triggering the constitutional amendment to require an allocation of 3/8th of a cent to the Iowa Water and Land Legacy (IWLL) trust fund, and 
WHEREAS, SF 550 proposed to backfill revenues lost due to the proposal, there are concerns of the Legislature ability to continue backfilling revenues, 
and WHEREAS, voters across Iowa who have voted to either implement a local option sales tax or not to do so, and WHEREAS, voters across Iowa 
who have voted to utilize the local option sales tax have approved revenue purpose statements (RPS), and WHEREAS, SF 550 also sunsets these 
provisions on January 1, 2025, after which no jurisdiction will have the authority to take either a LOST proposal or revenue purpose statement to a 
vote, essentially deleting the local government’s ability to have local option sales taxes. THEREFORE, the Adair County Board of Supervisors would 
like to express their support of the current Local Option Sales Tax. The current law best represents the interest of voters and furthers the reduction of 
property taxes, which is a common goal of the County and the Iowa Legislature. The Board of Supervisors unanimously supports the Iowa Water and 
Land Legacy (IWLL) trust fund; however, SF 550 as currently written, would not only strip the County of control over Local Option Sales Tax (LOST) 
revenues, but would effectively disregard the will of the Voters. Roll Call Vote: Walker, aye; Hoadley, aye; Baier, aye; Wedemeyer, aye; and Twombly, 
aye.  Approved.  Bridge Ratings Resolution –  Moved by Twombly and seconded by Wedemeyer to approve Resolution #2023-22 – Wheareas, 
Adair County has structually repaired several bridges causing the bridge load limit posting to change, NOW, THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED BY THE 
Adair County Board of Supervisors on this 5th day of April 2023 as provided in Sections 321.471, 321.472, Code of Iowa, to erect and/or maintain 
weight limit signs in advance of the following bridges located on the Federal Aid, Farm to Market, and Local Secondary Road Systems as follows:
